He aims to investigate particu­ 
larly the eating habits of the Back 
River tribe. — as yet virtually un­

dief which I have reason to be­ 
lieve is high in fat content,” he 
said in an interview.

Japan's Driving Worse than Ours 
LAFF-A-DAY 


It has been said time and ag ain, and it 
sho uld he reiterated times witho ut num­ 
ber America's annual death to ll fro m auto ­ 
mo bile accidents — which reached 3 8,- 
50 0 last y ear — is a natio nal disg race. 
American driv ers can do better, and 
pro o f o f that is the sharp reductio n in the 
death rate—tho ug h no t in the death to tal 
—bro ug ht abo ut thro ug h the y ears by the 
steady plug g ing o f the Natio nal 
S a f e t y 
Co uncil and by enfo rcement ag encies. 
But there are so me places who se reco rd 
is much wo rse. Japan, fo r instance, and 
Spain. With far fewer cars, these co untries 
hav en t beg un lo ado pt the measures that 
ex perience has taug ht Americans are nec­ 
essary . 
Many o f their citizens, faced by little o f­ 
ficial o r so cial pressure fo r safe driv ing , 
seem to g o suddenly mad when they take 
the wheel. 
Last y ear 7 ,50 0 perso ns were killed in 
auto mo bile accidents in Japan, less t h a n 
o ne-fifth the number o f fatalities in the 
U. S. But America had 6 7 millio n cars, Ja­ 
pan o nly 1.7 millio n. Co nsequently the J a­ 
panese death rate, in terms o f the number 
o f cars, is almo st eig ht times America’s. 
Wo rst o f all are her tax i driv ers. Oper­ 
ating 4 per cent o f the cars in To ky o , they 
are respo nsible fo r 2 5 per cent o f the city ’s 
traffic accidents. Japanese 
newspapers 
call them the “ kamikaze co rps,” an allus­ 
io n to the suicide pilo ts o f Wo rld War II 


who sacrificed their own Ih'es and tho se o f 
a lo t o f o ther peo ple. 
They trav el at illeg al speeds, jump lig hts, 
cut in and o ut o f traffic, and break ev ery 
rule in the bo o k. Because they are po o r 
co urts do n't like to be harsh with them. 
Tax i driv ers areh’t permitted to o wn their 
cars, and they are paid a base rate o f less 
than $10 a week plus co mmissio ns that can 
o nly be earned by wo rking lo ng ho urs and 
carry ing plenty o f passeng ers. 
Japan has the wo rld’s wo rst rate o f traf­ 
fic accidents, but Spain isn’t far behind. 
Newspapers hav e beg un to criticize mo to r­ 
ists’ wild driv ing , which the sev ere Franco 
dictato rship hasn’t succeeded in curbing . 
Traffic ex perts fro m Paris, w^ho se tax i 
driv ers scare the liv ing day lig hts o ut o f 
American to urists, went to Madrid o n an 
inspectio n trip and hastily departed, bad­ 
ly shaken by what they saw. 
There, but fo r the g race o f Go d, g o es the 
United States. By enfo rcing reaso nable 
traffic laws, tho ug h imperfectly , and by 
slo wly pro g ressing to w^ard a traditio n o f 
traffic safety and ro ad co urtesy , this na­ 
tio n has av o ided a much wo rse to ll. B u t 
there is a g reat deal mo re to be do ne.

Swimmin' Hole in Backyard

NEW YORK lifi-The ol’swim- 
ming hole has come to town! 
Many a barefoot lad of y ester- 
day , who trudged miles through 
dusty roads to paddle in a creek, 
now has a son who can dive into 
the family ’s private pool from 
hts back porch. 
For the swimming pool indue- 
tr>' todaj is in the midst of an 
amazing boom, 
Tvpical of the rising y oung 
businessmen in this rapidly ex ­ 
panding field is Jerry Rudolph. 
27, of Springfield, N. J., an ex- 
Army private and law student. 
Three y ears ago during a va­ 
cation he learned that one of hit 
father - in • law’s neighbors had 
spent $9 ,000 on a backy ard swim­ 
ming pool. 
“ Why , I could build one tor a 
third that,” he told his father-in- 
law. 


“ If y ou can, y ou and I are in 
business,’* replied the father-in- 
law. 
Rudolph went to the public li­ 
brary and read 
every thing he 
could find on swimming pools. 
He decided that if he made a 
swimming pool of molded glass 
wool he could produce it cheap­ 
ly enough to appeal to a mass 
m arket. 
He quit law school and IO day a 
later formed a 
corporation on 
$30,000 of borrowed capital. 
“ At that time there were only 
20.000 
privately 
owned 
swim­ 
ming pools in the ctMintry , and 
9 0 per cent of them were in Cali- 
foniia,” he said. 
There were only 250 po<4 build­ 
ers in the nation. Today there 
are more than 2,000. They ex pect 
to insUU some 75,000 pools

“ If y ou mm-e,” said Rudolph, 
“ y ou can dig it up, put it on 
a 
tnick and cart it to y our new 
home,” 
Rudolph himself likes the ex ­ 
planation given to him by one of 
his customers. 
“ Well,” said the man, “ I've 
bought all the electrical gadgets 
my house’ll hold, and I've got 
two cars in my garage. What 
else is left for me to buy cntcepf 
a swimjning pool?”

I try not to be technical in w rit­

So I thought y ou might be in­ 
terested in knowing what ihese 
words mean and at the same time 
learn a little more about heart dis­ 
ease. 
In coronary heart disease, not 
enough blood flows 
through 
the 
coronary arteries. 
T h us , 
some 
muscle of the heart is deprived of 
the ox y gen and nouris^ e nt it 
needs. 


Atherosclerosis is the underly ing 
cause of the trouble. 
Atherosclerosis is a slow-devel­ 
oping disease of the arteries which 
thicJcens the Inner lining of the , 
blood 
ves.se! wall. 
A 
mass 
is ' 
formed within this thickened lining 
j 
by deposits of fats, protein, choles­ 
terol and phospholipids. 
| 
Eventually , calcium also may be * 
deposited in this 
mass « nd we : 
then 
h a ve 
arteriosclerosis, 
or 
hardening of the arteries. 
As more and more deposits are 
made, the opening in the vessel be­ 
comes sm aller and sm aller and 
the blood has more difficulty get­ 
ting through.

It has been said time and again, and it 


should be reiterated times without num­ 


ber America's annual death toll from auto­ 


mobile accidents — which reached 38.- 


500 last year — is a 
national disgrace. 


American drivers can do better, 
and 


proof of that is the sharp reduction in the 


death rate— though not in the death total 


— brought about through the years by the 


steady plugging of the National S a f e t y 


Council and bv enforcement agencies. 


But there are some places whose record 


is much worse. Japan, for instance, and 


Spain. With far fewer cars, these countries 


haven t begun to adopt the measures that 


experience has taught Americans are nec- 


essarv. 


Many of their citizens, faced by little of­ 
ficial or social pressure for safe driving, 
seem to go suddenly mad when they take 
the wheel. 


Last year 7.500 persons were killed in 
automobile accidents in Ja p a n , less t h a n 
one-fifth the number of fatalities in the 
ll, S But America had 67 million cars. J a ­ 
pan only 1.7 million. Consequently the J a ­ 
panese death rate, in terms of the number 
of cars, is almost eight times America's. 


Worst of all are her taxi drivers. Oper­ 
ating 4 per cent of the cars in Tokyo, they 
are responsible for 25 per cent of the city's 
traffic accidents. Jap an ese 
newspapers 
call them the "kam ikaze corps.” an allus­ 
ion to the suicide pilots of World W ar II 


who sacrificed their own lives and those of 
a lot of other people. 
They travel at illegal speeds, jump lights, 
cut in and out of traffic, and break every 
rule in the book. Because they are poor 
courts don’t like to be harsh with them. 
Taxi drivers areh’t permitted to own their 
cars, and they are paid a base rate of less 
than SIO a week plus commissions that can 
only be earned by working long hours and 
carrying plenty of passengers. 
Japan has the world’s worst rate of traf­ 
fic accidents, but Spain isn’t far behind. 
Newspapers have begun to criticize motor­ 
ists’ wild driving, which the severe Franco 
dictatorship hasn’t succeeded in curbing. 
Traffic experts from P aris, whose taxi 
drivers scare the living daylights out of 
American tourists, went to Madrid on an 
inspection trip and hastily departed, bad­ 


ly shaken by what they saw. 
There, but for the grace of God, goes the 
United States. By 
enforcing 
reasonable 
traffic laws, though imperfectly, and by 
slowly progressing toward a tradition of 
traffic safety and road courtesy, this na­ 
tion has avoided a much worse toll. B u t 
there is a great deal more to be done.

He outlined it 
Thursday in a special message. 
It avoid* the extreme of creat­ 
ing a single, top military com­ 
mander. But it would enormously 
I increase 
the 
power 
of 
Defense 
Secretary 
McElroy, 
giving 
him 
more authority than any secretary 
ever had. 
It would make better over-all 
military 
planning 
possible.. 
But 
it’s no cure all. It doesn t seem to 
be the kind that could put a final 
stop to the notorious Army-Navy- 
Air Force rivalry for money, size, 
weapons and missions. 
The plan would leave the Army, 
Navy and Air Force intact. But 
Eisenhower 
talked 
of 
“unified 
commands” that might have the 
effect of merging the three serv­ 
ices to a far greater degree than 
appears in the. message. 
Just how far Eisenhower would 
go in “unified commands” isn’t 
clear. Neither is the plan as a 
whole. It won’t be spelled out in 
detail for IO days or so, when Mc­ 
Elroy sends Congress exact lan­ 
guage for changing existing laws.

He made it clear he’s fed up

Ford expects to sell 35 000 
of its English model and 5.000 of

Germany. 
GM is pushing its British - built 
Rauxhall and German built Opel. 
Not all the foreign makes are 
cheap by any means. Prices at 
the show range from less than 
t i non for Mini-cars to $12,800 for

and the $22 950 Silver Wraith made 
by Rolls Royce of Britain. There 
is 
much hand 
craftsmanship in 
these and other foreign models. 
The small ear has been the most

A recent sur­ 
vey of small car owners in eight 
states showed 58 per cent owning 
another car and 49 per cent say­ 
ing they bought the foreign one 
for economy reasons.

THIS EASTER lesson is the

“The other disciple* therefore 
said unto him, Wa have seen the 
Lord. But he said unto them, Ex-

Lord. “It was this joy and th* 
realization of Jesus’ abiding pres* 
ence that gave power to the discj. 
plea as they began to w-ork for 
Jesus’ church in the world.” I 
quote the Uniform aerie* of the 
International Bible Lessons for 
Christian Teaching.

Much of the laboratory’s work 
is classified. But Cosier did an­ 
swer this theoretical question; 
Assuming 
there 
e x i s t e d 
a 
manned vehicle that could get into 
outer space, would it, today, 
be 
a b e to navigate to Mars? 
“ Yes,” said Cosier, “ With 
the 
knowledge we h a v e 
today, 
we 
could glide a manned vehicle to 
Mars. But the 
navigational 
sys­ 
tem we 
put 
together 
might 
be 
bulky, it might not be too precise. 
What we’re hoping to do is 
im­ 
prove our knowledge A year from 
now we’ll know mow more, we'll b 
able to do the job better.”
